Dr. Lloyd ‘Turk ; of the department 
says first that mixing sawdust. with 
clay loam soils should do.much to im- 
prove their physical ‘condition.

not resulted in souring of the soil. No 
poisonous - or toxic materials °-have 


been found:in sawdust to interfere } 


with plant growth. Dr. Turk warns 
that the sawdust doesnot. supply 
much nitrogen and may draw so. much. 
from the soil that crops will. suffer 
from lack of nitrogen. ‘Therefore, it’s 
often necessary to add sufficient nit- 
rogen to keep from depleting the soil 
of this element,

Chief of the. Bureau of ‘Marketing 


and Enforcement, Michigan’ Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, advises that un- 
der the provisions of the State Lock- 
er Plant Regulations, “the storage of 
hides and skins... . . is prohibited. . 


-unless separate storage rooms 


with no open passages leading into 
the locker room, chill room, aging 
room, or sharp freeze room are pro- 
vided for. this purpose.” 

Briefly, deer with hides: or ‘skins 
on, constitute “Hides”. or “Skins” ag 
referred to in the Regulation, and 
must be stored in a separate room 
from other meat or food products at 
Food Locker Plants.

Those of Cheju, 50 miles off Ko- 
rea’s southern tip, have been. notably 
adept.

From this feminine monopoly has 
grown the tradition of Cheju as an

In the 1946 census, Cheju counted 
276,148 inhabitants, virtually all on

Cheju port on the north coast is 
the island’s capital and chief center, 
counting 30,000 inhabitants.

Highway Toll Hits New. 
. Peak In September 


The highest monthly traffie toll 
this year in Michigan was registered 


in Sept., when 145 persons were kill- 


ed, according to the monthly statistic- 
al report ofthe Michigan State Po- 
lice. 

The Sept. toll-was 11 more than 
during the same month last year and 
an. increase of 8 over the previous 
monthly high-this ‘year. of 137, the 
record during Aug. 

In addition, there were 3, 543 per- 
sons injured. and 10,728 accidents. 
These figures were almost exactly 
the same as for Sept, of 1947. 

Twelve children ranging from 5:to 
14 years of age--nine of them pedes- 
trians and-three bicyclists--were an 
mong those killed. This was six fewer 
than i ini Sept. of 1947 and the reduct- 
‘ion is partly attributed to a statewide 
child. safety emphasis. program. car- 
ried out during the month. 

The record for the first nine 
months of this year shows 998 per- 


-}sons killed, 29,122 injured and 100;-" 


959 accidents. Compared with: the
